Scared skinny’ 

Survivors, rescuers mark World War II sinking

It’s been 63 years since the last 
Canadian ship to be sunk in 
World War II, the HMCS 
Esquimalt, went down outside 
of Halifax. 

Yesterday survivors of the ship, 
their rescuers and one of the crew 
of the German submarine that 
sunk the Esquimalt all gathered 
for a memorial on the ocean near 
Chebucto Head. 

“We heard a big explosion. Next 
thing you knew you were in the 
water,” recalls George Taylor, who 
was 19 when the Esquimalt was 
hit by a torpedo April 16,1945. 

He climbed aboard a nearby life 
raft and waited about 5 A hours be¬ 
fore he and his surviving shipmates 
were rescued by the HMCS Sarnia. 

“The last time I was in this spot 
the engines stopped and I was 
scared skinny,” said Sarnia navi¬ 
gating officer Lou Howard, 21 
years old then and 84 now. 

“We were a sitting duck and we 
knew there were torpedoes out 
there. But we had a job to do and 
we did it. Then as soon as we got 
them onboard, full speed ahead.” 

In total, 27 men were saved 
while 13 perished. 

After a prayer service was done on 
the navy tug yesterday, three 
wreaths were thrown overboard in¬ 
to the ocean. One simply said, “Wish 
we could have got there sooner.” 

“If they’d only got there soon¬ 
er... then we could have saved 
more than the 27 we saved. It was 
a tragedy,” said Harris. Communi¬ 
cations problems at the dockyard 
caused hours of delay before Sar¬ 
nia was finally sent to the scene. 

For Taylor, the memorial is a 
chance to say thanks to those who 
pulled his crew out of the water. 

“It’s bringing back memories,” 
he said. “You think about people 
who have gone. You think about a 
lot of things, how lucky you are.”

Werner Hirschmann was 21 
when his German submarine U- 
190 sunk their opponent. He 
looks back now from a very dif¬ 
ferent perspective. 

“The fact that those Canadian 
veterans and I, we were in the 
war to kill each other and today 
we are best of friends, I take 
that as an indication that war in 
itself, no matter where, no mat¬ 


ter when, is an absurdity,” said 
Hirschmann. 

As World War II ended, U-190 
surrendered. 

Hirschmann became a prison¬ 
er of war for a year in New¬ 
foundland. 

After returning to Germany 
and getting a university degree, 
he saw few opportunities. 

Remembering how fondly he 
thought of Newfoundland, he 
returned to Canada. 

Now he’s a considered an hon¬ 
orary member of the veterans’ 


association of HMCS Esquimalt. 
Lou Howard, sailor on the HMCS 
Sarnia, which rescued the Es¬ 
quimalt crew, yesterday de¬ 
scribed Hirschmann as a “gen¬ 
tleman in the true sense of the 
word.” 

“I was a 21-year-old navigating 
officer looking for Werner, who 
was underneath in U190. 

“At that time we were ene¬ 
mies and now we’re not. We’re 
friends, and that’s the way the 
world should be,” said Howard.

A windfall of close to $1 
billion could be on its way 
to Nova Scotia. 

But Finance Minister 
Michael Baker isn’t quite 
ready to confirm the num¬ 
ber unnamed government 
sources have leaked to me¬ 
dia about the Crown share 
deal report. 

“We’re simply working 


through the final analysis 
of that report and hoping 
to make a public an¬ 
nouncement of that report 
shortly,” he said yesterday. 

The National Post report¬ 
ed that Crown share mon¬ 
ey the province has been 
fighting for could be in the 
range of $850 million. 

A panel of three people, 
headed by former provin¬ 
cial chief justice Lome 
Clark, has been deliberat¬ 
ing over the details of the 
Crown share since last Oc¬ 


tober. 

The province received an 
80-page report on the issue 
last week and Baker said 
he was “very pleased” by 
the report and Nova Sco¬ 
tians will also be pleased. 

At least 70 per cent of 


the money is slated to go 
toward the province’s 
more than $ 12-billion debt 
while up to 30 per cent has 
already been spoken for to 
fund projects in offshore 
energy, protected lands 
and university infrastruc¬ 


ture. 

When asked how he 
might respond to other 
provinces thinking Nova 
Scotia is getting special 
treatment with the deal, 
Baker said, “That’s poppy¬ 
cock.” 

“It’s simply a recognition 
of something that should 
have happened long ago,” 
he said. 

Last week’s report marks 
the end of a decades-long 
dispute between Nova Sco¬ 
tia and the federal govern¬ 


ment. 

In 1986, the feds agreed 
to compensate the 
province after Nova Scotia 
gave up ownership interest 
of its offshore resources. 

Last year, after Premier 
Rodney MacDonald accept¬ 
ed a new offshore deal 
from the government, he 
faced tough criticism for 
giving up on the Atlantic 
Accord. 

But he maintained the 
Crown share money would 
compensate for any losses.

All four finance ministers 
from the Atlantic 
Provinces agreed yester¬ 
day the rising cost of en¬ 
ergy is a problem. 

But they weren’t able 
to come up with a solu¬ 
tion during their after¬ 
noon meeting in Halifax. 

“The short answer is, 
there’s not a lot that can 
be done because the price 
of gasoline is determined 
in the New York spot 
market and the price of 
oil is determined by the 


world oil prices,” said Fi¬ 
nance Minister Michael 
Baker. 

The finance ministers 
from P.E.I, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and Newfoundland and 
Labrador gathered at a 
hotel near the airport to 
talk about issues concern¬ 
ing the region. 

Baker said they agreed 
to meet more often. 

“It allows us, on issues 
where we have a com¬ 
mon approach, to put 
those issues forth to the 
government of Canada,” 
Baker said. 

In addition to high en¬ 


ergy costs, they talked 
about the provinces’ ag¬ 
ing populations, carbon 
taxes and taxation. 

Baker said each 
province is in the middle 
of reviewing taxation to 
some extent and they 
talked about how they 
can’t continue to do busi¬ 
ness the way it’s been 
done. 

“It was a recognition by 
all of the governments 
that were represented 
here today ... to bring the 
kind of prosperity to At¬ 
lantic Canada that we all 
want for our provinces,” 
Baker said.

Joggins cliffs are world class 

Important fossil area recognized by UNESCO as province's second heritage site

Joggins Fossil Cliffs was 
named the province’s sec¬ 
ond — and the country’s 
fifteenth — UNESCO-desig¬ 
nated site on Monday 
night. 

“There were a lot of 
cheers, handshakes and 
hugs, and even a few 
tears,” said Ron Robinson 
with the Cumberland Re¬ 
gional Economic Develop¬ 
ment Authority. 

About 100 people packed 
into the conference room 
of the new Joggins Fossil 
Centre to hear the news 
from the World Heritage 
Committee. 

“It puts Joggins in some 
pretty elite company when 
you consider that other 
natural world heritage 
sites include the Grand 
Canyon, the Great Barrier 
Reef and the Galapagos Is¬ 
lands.” 


It was the successful end 
to an 18-month application 
process. Robinson said Jog¬ 
gins is a worthy site for a 


UNESCO World Heritage 
designation because of the 
significance of the fossil 
cliff's. 


Joggins, which is a two- 
and-a-half-hour drive from 
Halifax, boasts fossils 
which are over 300 million 


years old. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald sent along his con¬ 
gratulations yesterday. 


“For years the people of 
Joggins have protected and 
conserved this natural 
treasure,” he said. “Their 
careful stewardship, aided 
by the UNESCO designa¬ 
tion, means many future 
generations will have the 
opportunity to study this 
unique piece of geological 
history.” 

The designation is just 
‘icing on the cake,’ said 
Robinson. Since the Jog¬ 
gins Fossil Centre opened 
in April, they’ve received 
between 6,000-7,000 visi¬ 
tors. 

“I guess the sky’s the lim¬ 
it,” said Robinson, adding 
that next on the agenda is 
to put up new signs with 
the UNESCO World Her¬ 
itage Site marker. 

The importance of the 
cliffs was discovered in the 
mid-nineteenth century. 
Some of the finds include a 
300-million year old fos¬ 
silized forest with amphib¬ 
ians and reptile fossils 
from the Carboniferous pe¬ 
riod. The reptile skeletons 
are the oldest yet found.

“That wasn’t always the 
case with green products, 
but more and more people 
are demanding them and 
the prices come down.” 

Murphy added they’re 
saving between 20 and 25 
per cent. 

Mount Saint Vincent 
University has been using 
green-certified cleaning 
products for five years, 
said Robyn Mclsaac. She 
said green cleaners are 
safer for the custodians 
and better for staff and stu¬ 
dents who have scent sen¬ 
sibilities. 

“The one exception 


where we’re still looking 
to find a product to meet 
our needs is our wax seal¬ 
ers for the floors,” she said. 

It’s a problem common 
to most of the campuses — 
the one green product that 
doesn’t pass the test. 

Saint Mary’s University 
started the process five 
years ago and fully con¬ 
verted — including hand 
soaps — last year, said 
Gabrielle Morrison. 

The green cleaner pro¬ 
gram is just getting off the 
ground at the Nova Scotia 
Community College. The 
new waterfront campus 
has gone green, but the 
other campuses are just 
heading down that road, 
said Jim Farrell, manger of 
energy and sustainability 
ofNSCC. 

“All the campuses are 
presently using or experi¬ 
menting with some green 
products,” he said.

Harper appeals for "realistic” goals 

In the face of European demands for aggressive short-term and 
long-term targets to reduce carbon emissions, Harper stressed 
the need to set “realistic." 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper worked to ensure 
that the Group of Eight 
leaders produced a climate 
change agreement that 
did not contain overly am¬ 
bitious goals for cutting 
greenhouse gases, a senior 
Canadian government offi¬ 
cial says. 

G8 leaders meeting in 


Japan put aside their differ¬ 
ences to reach an accord 
on tackling climate 
change, but environmental 
groups blasted the agree¬ 
ment as woefully inade¬ 
quate to tackle one of the 
globe’s most challenging 
problems. 

Along with Canada, the 
United States, Japan, Rus¬ 
sia, Britain, Italy, Germany 


and France agreed to work 
toward a goal of cutting 
the worldwide emissions 
that cause global warming 
by at least 50 per cent by 
2050. 


But analysts said the 
agreement was badly 
weakened because it does 
not stipulate a base year to 
measure the extent of 
emissions reductions need¬ 


ed to reach the goal of 50 
per cent cuts by 2050. A 
senior Canadian official 
confirmed that the G8 will 
leave it to each country to 
determine what base year 
to use when calculating an¬ 
ti-pollution measures. 

Harper lauded the ac¬ 
cord as an “important ad¬ 
vance” because U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush 


dropped his enduring op¬ 
position to specific long¬ 
term goals for greenhouse 
gas cutbacks. The same is 
true of Russia, he noted. 
“This is the first time that 
either of those countries 
have conceded the necessi¬ 
ty of having a long-term 
mandatory goal for reduc¬ 
tions,” Harper told the me¬ 
dia.

But Russia, in a state¬ 
ment reminiscent of Cold 
War rhetoric, warned the 
United States against de¬

“If the real deployment 
of an American strategic 


missile defence shield be¬ 
gins close to our borders, 
then we will be forced to 
react not with diplomatic 


methods, but with mili¬ 
tary-technical methods,” 
the Foreign Ministry said 
in a statement on its 


www.mid.ru website. 

It did not give specifics 
but analysts said the 
threat appeared aimed at 
stoking European opposi¬ 
tion to the shield. 

In 2007, former Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin, who 
is now prime minister, 
said that Russia could aim 
missiles at European 
countries if the U.S. mis¬ 
sile shield, which Moscow 
considers a threat to na¬ 
tional security, goes 
ahead. 

The Pentagon said the

Magnitude 6.2 quake 
rattles southern Peru 


south America A magni¬ 
tude 6.2 earthquake shook 
southern Peru early yester¬ 
day, killing at least one 
person in the Andean 
country’s second-largest 
city, Arequipa, and damag¬ 
ing scores of homes. 

The epicenter of the 
quake was located 55 kilo¬ 
metres north-northwest of 
Arequipa, according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey. 

Police in Arequipa said a 
93-year-old man died in a 
hospital, where he was tak¬ 
en after the quake caused 
an adobe wall in his house 
to crash on him. Witnesses 
said residents refused to go 


back into their homes after 
the quake, fearing struc¬ 
tures might collapse in af¬ 
tershocks. 

In Moquegua, a province 
near Arequipa, at least five 
people were killed and an¬ 
other 34 injured when 
their bus tumbled into a 
ravine just minutes after 
the quake. Among the dead 
were a Chilean and a 
French tourist. 

The regional police chief 
said it was not clear 
whether the crash was set 
off by a mechanical failure 
or by a road that buckled 
during the quake.

Vatican condemns Anglicans on women bishops 


Vatican city The Vatican 
yesterday strongly criti¬ 
cised the Church of Eng¬ 
land’s plan to ordain 
women bishops, describing 
it as a historic break from 
Christian doctrine that will 
drive Anglicans and 
Catholics further apart. 


The governing body of 
the Church of England, the

As in the Roman Catholic 
Church, Anglican bishops 
have the ability to ordain 
priests.

Growing up in Trail, B.C., a 
small nature city with a 
matching population, 
there was little for Lauren 
Bay to do besides play 
sports. 

She played many — bas¬ 
ketball, volleyball, track, 
gymnastics — but it was in 
the ballpark with her old¬ 
er brother Jason that she 
found her true calling. 

Bay, who originally hoped 
to be a centre-fielder be¬ 
fore discovering her true 
talent at pitching, grew up 
to be one of the country’s 
top softball pitchers, repre¬ 



senting 
Canada 
at the 
Olympic 
Games. 

Jason grew up to be an 
outfielder for Major League 
Baseball’s Pittsburgh Pi¬ 
rates. Athleticism is clearly 
in the family’s blood. Bay’s 
grandparents Sylvia and 
Arthur also played ball, her 
uncle Gerry Moro was a 
three-time Olympian in de¬ 
cathlon, and her father 
David played little league. 

Kelly Bay, Lauren’s moth¬ 
er, said her daughter al¬ 
ways had a knack for the 
sport, but her accomplish¬ 
ments have been no less 
amazing. 

“We didn’t imagine it

would take her where 
she’s gotten — I don’t 
think anyone could have 
imagined that — but we’re 
certainly thankful and 
grateful that it has,” she 
said. 

When Bay was 16, she 
got a call from the White 
Rock Renegades. 

“They were known as 
the powerhouse of my 
generation and that was a 
pretty big deal to even 
have a phone call from 
them,” said Bay. Her par¬ 
ents, whom she called 
“saints,” drove her nearly 
eight hours every week¬ 
end while school was in 
session to get her to home 
games. 

The athletic girl with a 
competitive nature caught 
the eye of a handful of 
universities. Among 

them was Oklahoma 
State, which she end¬ 
ed up choosing for 
its welcoming 
sense of southern 
hospitality. At 

OSU, Bay studied 
international 
business and be¬ 
came a stand¬ 
out while 
playing ball, 
posting a 26- 
10 record as 
a senior in 
2003 and 1 
striking out 
451 to break 
her single-season record. 

In 2002, Bay was part of 
the Canadian softball team 
that placed ninth at the 
World Championships in 
Saskatoon, and in 2004, 
was part of the Canadian 
team that placed fifth at 
the summer Olympics in 
Athens. 

In August, Bay will again 
be one of the 15 players to 
represent our home and 
native land in softball at 
the Olympic Games in Bei¬ 
jing, where her parents 
and husband will be pres¬ 
ent to cheer her on. 

“When that anthem

starts and you look 
around and see everyone 
wearing red and white, 
you just swell up with a 
sense of pride and awe that 
your daughter is one of the 
chosen few who gets to 
represent that country,” 
said Kelly Bay.

However, Sylvia Bay 
added the trip will be bit¬ 
tersweet for Lauren. 

“She’s looking forward

These are the first 
two sports to be cut since 
polo was voted out in 1939. 

Bay called the cut “heart- 
brealcing” and said that 
she will work with various 
organizations to bring it 
back once the bustle of the 
Games dies down. 

“Growing up of having a 
goal to play softball in the 
Olympics ... it’s heart¬ 
breaking to know that, as 
of right now, no more soft- 
ball players will be able to 
follow their dreams in that 
aspect.”

wigs, adjust their robes 
and slip into character. 

They are Cosplayers, a 
growing sub-culture of Tai¬ 
wan’s young generation. 
Cosplay, a combination of 
“costume” and “play,” has 
people dressing up as their 
favourite fictional charac¬ 
ters. Rooted in Asia, this 


popular trend has found 
it’s way around the world, 
including Canada. For the 
most part, costumes are in¬ 
spired by Japanese anime 
and manga characters, but 
in Taiwan, the local youth 
have put their own spin on 
it. Cosplayers dress as char¬ 
acters from PiLi Puppet 
Theatre, a traditional per¬ 
formance of wooden hand- 
puppets. This cultural phe¬ 
nomenon re-enacts Chi¬ 
nese legends of love, 
chivalry and heroism 
through the art of pup¬ 
petry. 

Though the hobby may 
be growing in popularity,

it certainly isn’t cheap, 
with costumes, fans, staffs 
and wigs costing an up¬ 
wards of 21,000 Taiwan 
dollars ($700 Canadian). 

Since the characters are 
copywritten, costumes 
aren’t found in stores. You 
have to either make one 
yourself, or have it special¬ 
ly made-to-order by one of 
the few professionals in 


the city. 

Myao Ju Sheun Hwa has 
spent an upwards of 
50,000 ($1600 Canadian) 
this year on her Cosplay 
hobby. By day, she’s a sec¬ 
retary at a local shipping 
company, by night, this 34- 
year-old dresses as a fe¬ 
male goddess, dawning a 
sheer gown and elaborate 
wig adorned with tulips. 
She is drawn to this PiLi 
character because “of her 
very kind and powerful 
personality.” Myao talks 
about the puppet charac¬ 
ters with familiarity and 
affection, admiring their 
loyalty, good looks and 
martial arts skills. Her ad¬ 
diction to PiLi Puppet The¬ 
atre fist started when she 
was a little girl, watching it 
on T.V. Her love of this Tai¬ 
wanese theatre caused her 


to join a fan club, where 
she met other like-minded 
addicts. It’s from this fan 
club that spawned the In¬ 
finitive Cosplay theatre. 

With over 10 people in 
the group, the team prac¬ 
tices their routines three 
days a week. To the tune of 
wind chimes and a pan 
flute, they move about the 
space in a collective per¬ 
formance, re-enacting 
mock battles from ancient 
Chinese dynasties. 

Their dance is interpre¬ 
tive. Their movements are 
carefully choreographed, 
with elements of kung fu. 

Imagination takes these 
Cosplayers far from the ur¬ 
ban reality of their humble 
surroundings.

It’s time to Tango 

Atlantic Jazz Festival kickoff adds some spice to the summer

Tango band Orquesta 
Tipica Imperial will 
perform for the first time 
in North America. 

The phone is crackling, 
and her English is broken, 
but Matilde Vitullo’s pas¬ 
sion for tango music comes 
across crisp and clear. 

“It’s a very rich music, 
and there are a lot of possi¬ 
bilities in tango,” she said 
on the line from Argenti¬ 
na. “It can continue grow¬ 
ing and growing.” 

Vitullo is a member of 
Orquesta Tipica Imperial, 
an Argentine tango band 
which will kick off the 
mainstage concert series at 
the Atlantic Jazz Festival 
on Friday night. 

While the group has 
toured Europe, this will be 
its first time performing in 
North America. Along with 
the Atlantic Jazz Festival, 
the group will also per¬ 
form in Quebec City and 
Montreal. 

The internationally re¬ 
nowned band from Buenos 
Aires includes three vio¬ 
lists, a pianist, cellist, dou¬ 
ble bassist, vocalist and 
three bandoneonists. A 
bandoneon is an accor- 
dion-lilce instrument. 


“It was not invented for 
tango,” said Vitullo, who is 
one of the bandoneonists. 
“It was invented in Ger¬ 
many and came to Argenti¬ 
na. This instrument, in our 
time, is used especially for 
tango because it has a spe¬ 
cific sound.” 

The Orquesta formed in 
1999 and has featured a 
number of lineup changes 
over the years. Vitullo is

one of the early members, 
having joined in 2000.

schools. 

The group has created its 
own interpretation of tan¬ 
go, with new compositions 
and arrangements. 

Vitullo became interest¬ 
ed in tango music after lis¬ 
tening to Astor Piazzolla - 
a famous Argentine tango 
composer who fused tradi¬ 
tional music with jazz. 

“A lot of musicians here 


started tango after listen¬ 
ing to Piazolla,” she said. 
“When you start to listen 
to him, and know a bit 
more, and understand 
more about tango.” 

Vitullo said tango music 
has had a resurgence in Ar¬ 
gentina recently, and more 
young people have started 
to appreciate the genre. 

“It is growing again,” she 
said.

Ever wondered what’s out 
there?

Generations of moviego¬ 
ers have. With Friday’s re¬ 
lease of Journey To The 
Center Of The Earth, the 
next generation of movie 
fans can explore other 
worlds. 

“It already recalls some¬ 
thing like Jurassic Park, 
where there’s this notion of 
an unknown world that is 
discovered unwittingly,” 
said Charlie Keil, director of 
the cinema studies institute 
at the University of Toronto. 

“It has both the ele¬ 
ments of exploration and 
suspense and surprise be¬ 
cause of the various obsta¬ 
cles the explorers are go¬ 
ing to find.” 

Getting a new perspec¬ 
tive is a movie tradition.

starred Pat Boone. Both are 
based on the Jules Verne 
book published in 1864. 

But our exploration fasci¬ 
nation doesn’t have to be 
on a grand scale.

something larger than ex¬ 
pected, like a whole new 
world ... cinema can show 
you things you didn’t 
think were there ... things 
that are suddenly magni¬ 
fied so we experience 
them differently.” 

Keil says one of the rules 
of exploration movies is the 
effectively melding “specta¬ 
cle and narrative.” He ex¬ 
pects moviegoers will keep 
flocking to theatres to see 
what surprises are in store.

Jewel has gone country — 
but then she says she al¬ 
ways was. 

The Grammy Award win¬ 
ner and judge on NBC real¬ 
ity singing contest 
Nashville Star argues her 
newest album, Perfectly 
Clear, isn’t so much about 
a reinvention of her sound 
as it is a return to her 
roots. Released last month, 
the album is full of Loretta 
Lynn-influenced narra¬ 
tives, swaying acoustic 
melodies and piano ac¬ 
cents — a touch of city 
slicker sophistication to 
her largely self-produced 
down-home sound. 

Jewel Kilcher penned 
much of the record grow¬ 
ing up in rural Alaska, 
playing honky-tonk road¬ 
houses with her dad and 
living on a ranch with no 
running water, a coal stove 
for heat and an outhouse 
for a toilet. 

“I grew up writing this,” 
says Jewel. “This is my life 
and my history. I didn’t 
wake up and become 
someone else or get a new 
sound. I’ve never felt like 
I’ve had to pick a team or 
something. I’ve liked what 
I’ve always liked, which is 
storytelling.” 

The album belies Jewel’s

past incarnations, and 
maybe for good reason. 
Her 2003 album 0304, 
commercially successful 
though considered a mis¬ 
step by critics and purist 
fans, fiised big band with 
urban dance beats. It was 
certainly a far cry from 
1995’s Pieces Of You — one 
of the most successful de¬ 
buts of all time. Jewel says 
the album was branded as 
alt-pop by a music industry 
riding the crest of the 
grunge rock tsunami 
caused by the success of 
bands such as Nirvana and 
Soundgarden, and should 
have been considered a 
country work if anything. 

Now, at 34, Jewel has 
mixed memories of her 
time at the top. As a 19- 


year-old living in a car in 
San Diego, she wasn’t 
ready for the ruthless reali¬ 
ties of life at the top of the 
charts. She recalls fre¬ 
quently fighting uphill bat¬ 
tles for creative freedom 
(which might explain 
0304). 

“I’m not trying to be a 
martyr or anything, but it 
is something to go from 
being homeless to being 
rich overnight. I was just 
not prepared for that at all. 
I don’t think anyone would 
be. I certainly had rock ‘n’ 
roll cliches happen,” she 
says. “The good news is 
that the more you’re in 
control of everything, the 
safer you are.” 

Lesson learned — after 
more than a decade as a 
major label artist, Jewel 
says educating herself on 
the business has led her to 
a position where she can 
do what she wants, when 
she wants, and she warns 
up-and-comers to do the 
same. 

“It’s a complicated busi¬ 
ness, and it’s not set up to 
help the artist win. 

It’s set up for everyone 
else to make money off of 
you,” she says. “The indus¬ 
try runs artists into the 
ground. You see these tal¬ 
ented kids and they’re 
broke. It’s heartbreaking, 
and it happens over and 
over.”

their commercial luster, or 
can the configuration still 
shine when managed 
properly? Only a handful 
of enticing boxed sets are 
due out at year’s end. 
Among them are Rhino’s 
long-in-the-works four-disc 
Jesus and Mary Chain col¬ 
lection, The Power of Neg¬

“Unless the majors se¬ 
riously look at reducing 
the price of the boxed set 
— they still think they 
should cost US $39.98 or
